PICKING THE WINNERS IN THE BREEDERS’ SHOW 











The Virginia Breeder’s Association stepped off to a post war 
revival party with its Breeders’ Show on July 13th last. It was a 
gala affair, at which, according to Mr. Estes, there were more horses 
than people but after which there was something gratifyingly long 
and cool to help him face the owners whose racing stock he had just 
been judging. Virginians are as famous for their long and cools, as 
they are for their horses and undoubtedly the distinguished visitor 
from Kentucky, who was greeted by a noted Virginia horseman and 
scribe with, “Welcome to the horse country,” had a very good time. 
Virginians and their guests, the Yankee invaders of the 2nd Invasion 
who fell for the Virginia hospitality gag and intend to stay, enjoyed 
having Kentucky’s famous Thoroughbred scribe judge their horses, 
hope he will come again. Whether they agreed with all of his decis- 
ions or not, they sympathized with his arenes g 

There is one thing about a hunter show. It is just performance 
and conformation with a happy line thrown in, called “way of going.” 

Thoroughbred breeding shows, however, are different as any 
Thoroughbred breeder will tell you. Thoroughbreds are bred not to be 
eye fulls, but to pull down races. It’s like the little guy in the country 
fair who picks up the hammer and rings the gong at the top of the 
pole while the big bruiser from Wisconsin cannot push it half way up. 
Although by comparison with the little jerk he ought to send it to 
heaven and back. 

Some one wrote a book, “What Makes Sammy Run?” The book 
was written about a little movie director and it didn’t begin to ans- 
wer for Sammy any more than no less an authority than Colonel Wall 
or Mr. Estes himself or even A. B. Hancock, can predict Thorough- 
bred racing form from conformation. Mares say some, theories says 
Mr. Eruce, in-breeding, line breeding, out-crosses, says Mr. Hewitt, 
depending on his mood, the reasons are myriad and the $64.00 ques- 
tion as to what makes a racehorse remains still the riddle of the 
Sphynx. For the good of the breeder’s art, this is probably as it 
should be. It would be a shame to spoil the racket, but when it 
comes to judging racehorses in a breeders’ show, things get compli- 
cated. The ribbon of top horse in the show invariably falls on the 
produce of a mare who has never been farther than a $1,000 claiming 
race and never produced a winner, while standing next to this prodigy 
marked down by the judge is the produce of a $50,000 stake mare. 
Those in the audience who have catalogues at their disposal promptly 
scream while the poor judge must rely on his nose, stop up his ears, 
and if he is wise close his eyes. 

The answer, of course, lies in the fact that once upon a time that 
same offspring of the no account mare, by an equally doubtful sire, 
suddenly turned out to be a stake winner. The rags to riches theme 
which is so often toted, doesn’t happen often, but it still does happen, 
in spite of the labor unions. A better solution, one easier on the 
judges, was recently suggested as a constructive solution, to Mr. 
Mackay Smith, executive secretary of the Association. Why not a 
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Gallup Poll judging team of 20 judges. Parlay the.bets so to speak 
and let the people’s choice win. Twenty strong men and true, only 
19 of which would have an iron in the fire, might well produce the 
stakes winning colt or filly in the yearling class. There is no telling 
what they would do in the mare classes, but if properly blindfolded 
before being led into the ring, they might even be able to pin a ribbon 
on the highest money winning stallion. Seriously speaking this is a 
lot more satisfactory an idea than asking one man to pick the best 
Thoroughbred racing prospect when even the owners themselves 


cannot say what horse will run the best. 
__ Conformation does not tell the racehorse story. Maybe a jury 
will have better luck. At least it will give an average good guess.

*Bulle Rock 
July 13, 1946 
Dear Sirs: 

The “Questions and Answers” re- 
cently making its appearance in The 
Chronicle is an entertaining feature 
and quite amusingly illustrated. It is 
an excellent vehicle for conveying 
bits of horse information and stimu- 
lates the quest of such knowledge. 

It is my hope that it will continue 
to appear. 

However, with reference to the 
issue of July 5 to *Bully Rock, the 
name as it appears in the American 
Stud Book is spelt *Bulle Rock and 
it so appeared in the advertisements 
of the stud, contained in small prints 
of his day. Incidentially, his first 
dam was by the Byerly Turk and he 
stood for a fee of 3 Guineas. 

Sometime ago [ made an effort to 
further trace his genealogy, but be- 
ing foaled in 1730, neither the Stud 
Book nor Racing Calendar had been 
established in England and no re- 
cords of his exportation seem avall- 
able. F 

Charles E. Trevanthan, in his 
treatise on the American Thorougb- 
bred, refers to early advertisements 
of *Bulle Rock as claiming him to be 

‘of the best English or Arabian rac- 
ing families. 

Lt is interesting to note that while 
*Bulle Rock is purported to be the 
first race horse imported into Ameri- 
ca, and his arrival is given as 1730, 
running races were being conducted 


in Charleston, §. C., during 1734. 

It is eminently conceivable that 
amongst the importations by the Vir- 
ginia Company race horses of sorts 
were included and thus a nucleus of 
running stock existed in Virginia 
prior to the arrival of *Bulle Rock.

Ediitor’s Note: Mr. Hartman 1s 
quite correct when he says. that 
*Bulle Rock is so spelt in Volume 2 
of the American Stud Book. Unfor- 
tunately, however, that fs not a guar. 
antee of accuracy. He also speaks or 
“advertisements of the stud, con- 
tained in small prints of his day’’. 
If Mr. Hartman has really found any 
contemporary stud advertisements 
of *Bulle Rock he has _ discovered 
something which has so far eluded 
all other turf historians (Charles &. 
Trevanthan to the contrary notwith- 
standing). 

The name of the horse was always 
spelt Bully Rock during his career 
on the turf in England from 1713 to 
1718 (see “York Races”, 1748; Pick, 
1786; Orton, 1844). There is no rea- 
son to think the spelling was chang- 
ed after he was imported into this 
country. In fact Benjamin Ogle Tay- 
loe, discussing the breeding of Van- 
derveer’s Ariel in Volume I of the 
American ,.Turf Register (1829), 
uséd thé‘contemporary spelling. 

Why Bruce changed the spelling 
in the American Stud Book we do 
not know. Perhaps he adopted the 
spelling used for his descendant, the 
sire of Ariel, Van Dike’s Bulle Rock.

Another incident which was very un- 
fortunate pefell Dave Humphries 
who got struck in the face when one 
of his his head back. 
Mr. Humphries apparently did not 
feel any bad effects for a few hours, 
when he fainted. After that he con- 
tinued to be about and then pass out 
intermittently and was eventually 
taken to the hospital for examina- 
tion. He riding for E. Cot- 
trelle of Toronto, is very well liked 
and we are all pulling for an early 
recovery. 

Two events which took pace dur- 
ing each performance, though far 
out of the hunter and jumper divr- 
sion, were spectacular and very in- 
teresting.

Beachcomber Wins $1,000 Jumper Stake In 
California Show; Carbon Copy, Keen Competitor 
In Hunter Classes, Wins Lightweight Stake

While the number of entries in 
the hunter and jumper classes at the 
ist Annual San Diego National 
Horse Show, held on July 2-7, at Del 
Mar, Calif., was not as large as usu- 
ally seen in this class of show, the 
quality of the horses and the per- 
formances were generally excellent, 
causing the ribbons to be fairly well 
distributed, and the competition was 
always at the highest pitch. Jump- 
ers were excluded from hunter class- 
es and vice versa, hunters were un- 
able to show in jumper classes, this 
idea is undoubtedly an excellent one, 
bringing the various classes down 
to normal proportions, judging is 
less complicated, and in the long 
run, it will encourage exhibitors to 
buy conformation horses, which 
after all, is what our horse shows 
are for—to encourage the quality 
and breeding in the various divi- 
sions. 

The opening class of the show was 
the $500 stake for lightweight hunt- 
ers. Carbon Copy, the good looking 
black gelding owned by Miss Peggy 
Platz and well ridden by Bob Egan, 
put up a bang up performance to win 
the blue, then followed this up by 
winning the Thoroughbred hunters, 
and placed 2nd in the $1,000 hunter 
stake, his fencing showing consider- 
able improvement under the tute- 
lage of his rider-trainer. 

Victory owned by Miss Mary Rog- 
ers and nicely ridden by Pat Mal- 
colm, went well to get 2nd ribbon, 
but throughout, this chestnut geld- 
ing proved to be one of the most con- 
sistent performers in this division 
by going ist in the ladies’ hunters 
with a near perfect round, 4th in 
Thoroughbred hunters, 2nd in handy 
hunters, 4th in the amateurs and 
3rd in the $1,000 stake. 

Azure Star from the Rio Bravo 
Ranch and ridden by that good 
horseman, Joey Blackwell, was 3rd. 
This good looking mare was 3rd in 
the Thoroughbred hunters and 6th 
in the big stake. The grey gelding, 
Scrap Iron, one of the new faces out 
this season, and an entry from the 
Barbara Worth Stables, was 4th, an 
attractive young horse with jump- 
ing-ability and manners, he was 2nd 
in ladies’ hunters, 2nd in nevice 
hunters and 5th in green.

Taxes On Livestock 








Long Time Struggle Of Taxation Considerably 
Eased By New Ruling Imposed During 1945; 
Likable Plan If Used Cooperatively 





by A. Mackay-Smith 


Death and taxes, according to the 
old saying. are the only sure things 
in this vale of tears. Well, taxes 
have finally caught up with this 
column; we do hope, however, to 
postpone the other item for a while. 

In spite of a degree from the Har- 
vard Law School and several years 
of practice, this country boy lays 
no claim to being a tax authority. 
Frequent sessions with enquiring 
members of the Department of In- 
ternal Revenue, however, have given 
him at least a rudimentary know- 
ledge of what it is all about. And 
make no mistake about 1t, no mat- 
ter what kind of a business you have 
to-day, whether it’s pigs o7 ioco- 
motives or widgets, don’t think for 
a minute that you run it. The In- 
ternal Revenue boys took over long 
ago. 

If you are a manufacturer and 
build a new factory, you are not, of 
course, entitled to deduct the cost 
of building that factory in deter- 
mining your income for the year in 
which it is built. This cost is con- 
sidered a capital expenditure, hav- 
ing nothing to do with income. It 
can, however, be set up as a capital 
item in the inventory of such assets 
on which depreciation can be taken 
every year until the total cost is 
eventually deducted in this manner. 

Suppose the factory cost $100,000 
and that two years later you sell it 
for $200,000. The profit resulting 
is not considered deductible income. 
The Bureau can not blow both hot 
and cold. The profit is a capital 
item, not an income item. When 
the government taxes this profit 
it does so under a special provis- 
ion, known as the capital gains tax. 
In this case only half the profit is 
subject to tax. 

If the factory manufactures shoes, 
you are required to make an inven- 
tory of the number of pairs of shoes 
on hand on January ist. A year lat- 
er the inventory is made again. If 
the number of pairs is greater than 
the previous year, the value of ths 
difference is treated just like a sale 
for cash and must be added to pro- 
fits in computing income. If the 
number of pairs is less, the value of 
the difference may be deducted. 

The above practices are standard 
for most business operations in this 
country. When we come to the live- 
stock industry, however, they just 
don’t work. It is easy enough to set 
up the purchase price of the founda- 
tion mares or cows and depreciaie 
them, just as you would a factory. 
But the difficulty is that you are 
continually adding to the breeding 
stud or herd, which is your capita? 
asset, by putting in it females that 
you have raised. 

The difficulty of arriving at the 
capital value of breeding stock rais- 
ed on the farm is almost insur- 
mountable. It is hard to determine 


the actual cost of raising a given 
animal. It is even harder to say what 
maturity. <A 
further problem is that when a cow 


its true value is at 


reaches the age when she no longer 
breeds, she suddenly turns from a 
capital asset as a breeding animal 
into an income asset as a meat ant 
mal. If a heifer is a good one she is 
a capital asset, if she is a poor one 
an income asset. Confusion worse 
confounded! 

Because of this peculiar situation, 
the Internal Revenue Department, 
years ago, just gave up and allowed 
stockmen to operate on a cash basis, 
under which you deduct all your 
expenses, regardless of whether they 
are applicable to your preeding herd 
or to your inventory of animals be- 
ing raised for beef. For tax purpos- 
es, at least, you are not even re- 
quired to keep an inventory. 

Over a period of time another 


method of making tax returns grew 
up which, although it was not speci- 
fically sanctioned by any regulation, 
was nevertheless widely adopted. 
This was the so-called “constant in- 
ventory’ method by which a con- 
stant price was fixed for ‘such class 
of animals in the herd—bulls, cows, 
calves, yearlings ete. An inventory 
on this basis was made at the be- 
ginning and at the end of the year 
and the difference was figured as 
income, either gain or loss. In 1944, 
after a number of disputes arising 
from the fact that there were no 
specific covering this 
method, it was finally written into 
the regulations. 


provisions 


There was one difficulty with the 
cash basis, however, which became 
acute during the war years when 
taxes shot up and many operators 
were forced to liquidate because of 
labor and machinery — shortages. 
When they did the sale of their 
whole herd was treated as income 
for that year and the government 
took most of the money. Stockmen 
then tried to have the breeding stock 
in their herd treated as a capital 
asset, like the shoe manufacturer-~ 
factory, so that the capital gains 
provision would be applied to the 
amount received for breeding stock 
and only half of it would be taxed 
They were successful in having a 
new regulation covering this matter 
issued in 1945. 


In determining just what are 
breeding animals under the new rul- 
ing, the Bureau of Internal Revenue 
excludes steers, animals held for 
sale rather as replacements, and 
animals being fattened for beef be- 
eause they are no longer able to 





FARMING 


breed. Exactly the same considerat- 
ions apply to studs of horses (if you 
have a market for horse meat) and 
most of them in any event. All other 
animals are considered to be breed- 





ing stock. 


The ruling is perfectly fair in 
theory. In practice it raises various 
difficulties. For instance many 
Thoroughbred horses 
sell their yearling colts. but race the

Historian Sets Track Record 
In Winning Arlington ’Cap; 
Four Winds Takes Lassie 


Last Saturday saw the decision, at 
Arlington Park, Chicago, of the two 
richest races run thus far the present 
season on the same afternoon and 
over the same course. Nor will the 
remaining months of 1946 bring a 
pair anywhere else that overtops 
them. 

The two events in question were 
the Arlington Lassie Stakes, for two- 
year-old fillies, which grossed $62,- 
250, being the most valuable event 
for sex and age ever given, either 
here or abroad, the net to winner 
being $51,000; and the Arlington 
Handicap, for all-aged horses, rising 
two-year-olds, which grossed $56,800 
and carried a winning net of $38,700. 
Each winner also receiving a valu- 
able trophy from the management, 
in addition.

The Rolling Plains Farm of Mrs. 
W. Plunket Stewart near The plains, 
Va., is sending to Saratoga. eight 
yearlings by Milkman, a sire who, 
out of 87 starters to the end of 1945 
has produced the remarkable num- 
ber of 71 winners. These yearlings 
are an outstanding lot. In fact my 
companion, J. A. Estes, editor of the 
Blood Horse, said he doubted wheth- 
er there was a better lot of yearlings 
by one sire to be seen in the country.

misty day with occasional showers 
and excellent scenting conditions.

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More About A Hunting Library 





An Authority On Sporting Books Makes 
Some Additions To Philip Crowe’s Review 


Of Hunting Literature 





By Sydney 


In his very delightful little book 
“More Foxhunting in England”, 
Charles D. Lanier quotes the en- 
thusiast who, giving his idea of the 
three best things in life, said ‘“‘The 
first, why, of course, a good day 
foxhunting; second, well a bad day 
foxhunting; the third—why damn 
it all, a blank day foxhunting.”’ 


It seems to me that this idea 
might be slightly amended—espec- 
ially as one gets a bit longer in the 
tooth—to lump the second and third 
best things, together, and conclude 
with “why, damn it all, reading 
about foxhunting.”’ 

Major Philip Crowe and John Jor- 
rocks are right and it is gratify- 
ing to see The Chronicle devoting 
some of its space to the _ subject 
of sporting books. [I have felt for a 
long time that the reading that at- 
fords so much pleasure to the old- 
sters, is almost a necessity to the 
rising generation of foxhunters and 
beaglers if they are to get the maxi- 
mum enjoyment from their sport 
and if the sport as a whole is to 
continue on a sound and healthy 
basis. There is a lot more to hunting 
than galloping over a landscape and 
an understanding of what hounds 
are doing, what is involved in the 
management of a country, and a 
knowledge of the traditions, cus- 
toms, and history of the sport will 
not only add to the pleasure of the 
gallopers but will greatly simplify 
the difficult job of the Master and 
will eliminate much of the friction 
and misunderstanding with land- 
owners and the public. 

As one who has recently lost his 
amateur standing and figuratively 
suspended a shingle over the door 
of the old farm house, it may be 
suggested that my enthusiasm for 
the reading of sporting literat@re is 
not altogether disinterested. It is 
probably true that if enough people 
get pepped up about it, I may sell 
another book, but it is also true 
that I have felt the same way about 
it for a good many years when it 
did not occur to me to sell a book. 
I used to lend them-with the disas- 
trous results that usually accom- 
pany such a proceedure. At after 
hunting parties, voices from the 
throng would be heard saying “Syd, 
may I borrow this?” To which I, 
busy with the cocktail shaker, would 
until one fine day my 
shelves were almost as bare as 
Mother Hubbard’s cupboard. My 
guests were quite respectable and 
I absolve them from larcenous in- 
tent but so many people place books 


reply ‘“‘sure”, 


in the same category as umbrellas 
or pliars or halter shanks—they be- 
long to whoever has_ possession. 
Harry Worcester Smith had the 
right idea. Some years ago I was 
immured with a broken knee when

Apropos of Major Crowe's recent 
article, I have a letter from a col- 
lector in Maryland who takes ex- 
ception to some of the omissions in 
the Major’s contribution, particular- 
ly with regard to publications prior 
to 1800 and suggests that I enter 
the lists.

Hunting etc.”” by R. H. London, 
1684: Richard Blome’s “A Gentle- 
man’s Recreation’’ London, 1686; 
and Sir T. Cockaine’s ‘A Short 
Treatise of Hunting, Compiled for 
the Delight of Noblemen and Gentle- 
men’’, London, 1591. My _ corres- 
pondent objects particularly to the 
omission of Gardiner’s ‘‘The Art and

Notes From 
Great Britain 


By J. Fairfax-Blakeborough 
Trials And Tribulations 
Of An English Farrier, 
Half Century In Business 





H. Leyburn, who gained a wide re- 
Pputation as a farrier has been shoe- 
ing horses for over half a century 
and we asked him to tell us of the 
most remarkable animal he ever had 
to deal with at any of the many 
forges at which he worked. His re- 
ply was: \ 


Every smith who has heen long at 
the game in districts in which there 
are all breeds of horses from the 
Thoroughbred and hunter to the 
tiny child’s pony, has had through 
his hands many awkward customer 
It is more than 50 years since I shod 
my first, and since then, I’ve had 
“Winking Annies’’, ‘‘Smilers’’, stag- 
gerers, weavers and cramped ones 
by the score. Yorkshire was teeming 
with horses when [ started, and at 
18, I shod 252 for one horse-breaker 
in twelve weeks, in addition to more 
for farmers and others. 


It was wonderful practice for me 
shoeing these young. ones, often 
without any assistance whatever, the 
horse breaker’s men being out with 
other young ’uns. Every tactic had 
to ibe employed—coaxing, quiet 
words to give confidence and allay 
fear, and sometimes twitch, straps, 
ropes, and (last of all and rarely), 
a big stick. There were lots of wick- 
ed, unsalable mares which owners 
kept to breed from, also nasty-tem- 
pered, man-eating stallions. Occas- 
jionally some of these, who had in- 
jjured other shoers, would suddenly 
spring a surprise on one by stand- 
ing perfectly quiet and doing noth- 
ing wrong. 


A Will And A Way 

I will tell you of one of the most 
masterful and determined horses I 
had to deal with. I was coming up 
the village towards my shop when I 
saw a young man leading a horse and 
another man (the owner), behind 
with a whip in one hand, and ropes 
and straps over the other shoulder. 
After introducing themselves, 2t 
agreed to shoe the horse, but said to 
the owner “What is all this tackling 
and regalia for?” ‘“‘Oh!’’, said he, 
“You will require all this before you 
get him shod”’. 


We took the horse into the shop 
with some difficulty, as he evidently 
hated smithies and had been refus- 
ed at a number of them after expert- 
ence. I picked up a fore-foot, and he 
immediately reared on his hind legs 
and began to box. Then he came 
down and made a rush at his owner 
with bared teeth, the owner running 
out of the forge like greased light- 
ning. When he came back we had 
another try, with a repetition of the 
previous performance. Sizing up that 


the horse knew he had the two men 
mastered who had come with him, 2 
Put on another halter, drew the 
horse’s head close up to a ring in 
the wall, put a twitch on, and asked 
the men to leave the shop. I told 
them to come back in an hour-and-a- 
half. 


Method Of Management 

Then I closed the shop doors, and 
attempted to take up a foot again. 
The horse sat down on his hind quar- 
ters, hung back in the halters, and 
pulled with all his might. I had a 
pick-shaft ready, and ali my honeyed 
words failing, I gave him several 
with the shaft. This brought him up 
with a jump, and, after trying to 
roll on me, and a few struggles, 1 
got the two fore-shoes fitted and 
nailed on. 


Now for the hind ones. He knew 
how to use these,—kicking forward, 
and outward with cow-kicks. As he 
was watching every move, I tied a 
sack over his eyes and was getting 
the ‘better of him when [ felt the 
muscles of his back contract, and he 
made one supreme effort and threw 
me into the corner. He was still 
kicking when I got up, so I slipped 
a rope round his fetlock, threw the 
end over his back, and then tied it 
round his neck. Then I got an iron 
ring and fixed it into the long hair 
in his tail, got a second rope round 
his fetlock, and pulled his foot to- 
wards the ring, tying the rope there, 
and to a second ring in the wall. He 
was now sweating—a good sign for 
me. 


Now I found the shoe was gone 
that I had partly nailed on. It was 
a mystery. At last I found it held 
tight up under his tail and out of 
sight. 


A Task Completed 

By the time the two hind-shoes 
were on he was in a white lather, 
and I wasn’t much better. He was 
beaten and sulking. The twitch he 
had got rid of by rubbing against 
the wall. I slipped the rope off him, 
and he was quiet as a lamb, having 
had quite enough. He was easily 
clinched-off just as the men came 
back, looking very anxious but plea- 
sed to see that both the horse and 
myself were all right. The shop floor 
was standing in pools of sweat. ¥ 
got 2-6 to get a drink with and I ¢con- 
sidered it well-earned. Within a 
week the horse had a new owner.

don 1750 which is alleged to be the 
inspiration and pattern for Beck- 
ford’s book. Then there is Dame 
Juliana Barnes with her ‘‘Bokys of 
Haukying and Huntying, 1486, and 
one of the earliest of printed books, 
and how about Nicholas Cox, 1674, 
and “The Experienced Huntsman or 
a caliection of Observations upon 
the Nature and Chace of the Stagg, 
Buck, Hare, etc’, Belfast, 1714 and 
Dublin 1780, and there are numer- 
ous others published prior to 1800. 


Knowledge of at least the exis- 
tence of these books does not re- 
quire any vast amount of biblio- 
graphical erudition but is available 
to anyone who has possessed him- 
self of a copy of Huth’s ‘Works on 
Horses and Equitation” or Gee’s 
“The Sportsman’s Library”. 

If one also has the Schwerdt, 
Maclay, Dixon, Flick and other cata- 
logues one is able to get an idea of 
the availability and value of many 
of these rare early books. Some of 
them [I have had, others I have 
never seen, Many are not to be ob 
tained in the original editions, the 
few known copies being permanent- 
ly enshrined in The British Museum, 
University Libraries, etc. Oftners, 
including Tunbervile and Cox, are 
available in attractive reprints at 
modest prices, 

Most of these old books, however 
interesting to the antiquarian ‘bibli- 
ophile, are of slight value to the 
twentieth sportsman Who wishes to 
follow hounds in a knowledgable 
way or take upon himself the res- 
ponsibilities of Mastership. Beck- 
ford is regarded as standard fare of 
current value but my idea is that w 
sportsman looking for practical in- 
formation need not go back of Sur- 
tees ‘‘Analysis of the Hunting Field” 
but that, from this period on to the 
present day, there is a vast amount 
-of yaluable material both English 
and American. Of course, if one is 
primarily an antiquarian and col- 
lector, the story is entirely different. 

I am sure that in omitting a num- 
ber of the ancient works, Major 
Crowe had the same thought in 
mind so I hope that afl this will 
satisfy the collector in Maryland 
without making Major Crowe feel 
that he is being criticised—which, 
of course, he is not. Quite the con- 
trary, I hail him with three rousing 
cheers for leading off in what I 
hope will be a continuing feature 
in The Chronicle.

best of their fillies with the idea of 
eventually putting them in the stud. 
If such a filly is involuntarily sold in 
a claiming race, should the capita? 
gains provision apply? Most breed- 
ers have made their returns on the 
assumption that this should be the 
case. On the other hand Gail Monie, 
who handles the tax affairs of a 
great many of the Thoroughbred 
breeders near Lexington, Ky., recent- 
ly told me that orders had just been 
issued from Washington that no 
horses in training would be consider- 
ed stock. 

The ruling is still young and a lot 
of situations have to be ironed out. 
If both stockmen and Internal Re- 
venue agents will be fair in apply- 
ing it, however, there is no ‘reason 
why it should not -work out to the 
great benefit of the livestock in- 
dustry.

or the fire lines which were quite 
plentiful. 


Tom had a wonderful ear, ana 
when his hounds found a fox, he 
would guide me to a place of vant- 
age, where we could see the fox cross 
an open space, and watch the hounds 
come along. If he wanted to hurry 
he would put his hand on my saa- 
dle, and with my pony trotting, he 
would run along beside us_ for 
some distance, and he was then in 
his fifties. 


As time went on, I became more 
independent, and tried to actually 
stay with the hounds. [ doubt 
whether I saw as much as when * 
stayed with him, as it was impossi- 
ble to keep close to them in those 
thick woods, but [ enjoyed the at- 
tempt. 


Many a day, under bad conditions 
we would nat find a fox for some- 
time, and Tom used to lose interest. 
I being young and _ enthusiastic, 
never wanted to go home, so when 
Tom showed signs of quitting, I 
used to produce a pint of whiskey, 
kept for the purpose. When Tom had 
poured this down he would smile at 
me and say “Come on Harry let’s go 
find a fox’’, and strange as it may 
seem, we invariably did. 


On the long days with him, Tom 
taught me a great deal of woodcraft. 
He pointed out how the trees had 
more growth on the south side than 
the north, so that if lost one could 
get the points of the compass. When- 
ever his hounds ran a fox to ground 
we used to dig it out. 


This sounds simple but unless you 
are willing to dig for two or three 
hours, through all kinds of grouna, 
roots, clay, stone and sand, don't 
try it. 


When digging out a fox, we 
would locate the turn of the earth 
with a long stick, as a fox earth has 
many turns or branches, which must 
be followed before reaching the bea 
at the bottom. By locatrng the bran- 
ches with the stick, we would dig a 
pit dewn to the end of the stick, ana 
then repeat the performance until 


the fox could be felt with the stick. 


After digging within about sfx 
or eight feet from the fox, we then 
made what is known as a bridle. 
This consists of a forked stick with 
a stout’ string attached to either 
fork. When this was pushed at the 
fox it would try and bite it. When 
it did get a hold of it, a quick twist 
would wind it around the fox’s jaw 
forming a sort of muzzle. It could 
then be drawn out without injury to 
it, or the handler. 


I remember once we dug for two 
hours thinking the hounds had run 
a fox into the earth, and at the bot- 
tom found no fox just a raccoon. 


When we got back to Deer Park, 
I was given refreshments by Miss 
Seaman, and a tired happy young 
man, would ride back to Babylon 
to dream of more pleasure to come 
on the next week-end. 


One day Harry Peters and I were 
hunting with Tom. We were riding 
ponies, and he as usual was on foot. 
We came to a swollen stream, about 
waist deep, Harry and I rode across 
it, and’ he led my pony back for 
Tom. Tom was ‘very much afraid 


of horses, and gingerly got into the 


saddle and started across. About 
half way over, the pony stumbled 
and Tom in a panic, literally dove 
off him into the stream. We were 


both almost hysterical with laugh- 
ter, but when he stood up in the 
water, we politely asked if he were

this country, discounting the 2:00 
flat which was accredited to Whisk 
Broom when he won the Suburban 
of 1913, at Belmont Park, and an 
even 2:00 was hung out on him. It 
immediately evoked a storm of pro- 
test, as nobody except the official 
timer had caught it faster than 
2:02 3-5. The officials, however, re- 
fused to make any alteration in their 
announcenient and insisted upon 
2:00 as correct. 

For this reason the performance 
‘‘went onto the books” and ever since 
has stood, officially, as the American 
record for a mile and a quarter. 
But it has never been accepted as 
correct by the general body of turf- 
men. And, as such things as world’s 
and similar records should never be 
given the stamp of authenticity if 
there is any doubt whatever regard- 
ing their correctness, it long since 
should have been tossed into the 
discard where it belongs. 

Treating it in that fashion in the 
present instance, it remains to be 
said that in winning the memorable 
International Special of $55,500 at 
Latonia, in 1924, the three-year-old 
gelding Sarazen ran the distance in 
2:00 4-5 under 120 Ibs. And that 
last year the four-year-old colt Chal- 
lenge Me won the Hollywood Gold 
Cup, of $75,000 added, at the Cali- 
fornia course of that name, in 
2:C0 2-5, he carrying 108 lbs. 

There are no other instances in 
which 2:01 has been beaten (or 
equaled) in this country. The prev- 
ious track record for the distance at 
Arlington Park was 2:01 1-5, made 
by the great Discovery when he won 
the 1935 renewal of the same handi- 
cap under the crusher of 135 lbs. 

The Lassie Stakes brought out a 
field of seventeen of as charming 
junior fillies as one might care to 
see. Mrs. Elizabeth Graham’s War 
Fan, a daughter of War Admiral 
that, sex considered, is almost a fac- 
simile of her famous sire at the 
same age, was made a strong favor- 
ite because of a facile victory earlier 
in the meeting in a less important 
stake. Altogether too much use of 
her was made in the early stages of 
the race and, as so often happens, 
she was beaten into third place,

Marshall’s Priam 
Before His Derby 
At Llangollen

One most famous racing 
Pictures, certainly one of the most 
famous done by Ben Marshall, is 
seen this week on the frontispiece. It 
belongs to Mrs. Mary Elizabeth 
Whitney and hangs at Llangollen 
Farm, Upperville, Virginia. The Dic- 
ture is of Priam, winner of the Der- 
by, and leading sire in America from 
1842 through 1846. The painting 
was done in 1830, the year Priam 
won at Epsom. Photo from Rk. J. 
Rousuck. 

Priam never ran as a 2-year-old 
and won his first race at the New-- 
market Craven Meeting in 1830. He 
won the Derby by 2 lengths after 
getting a bad start. Priara’s owner, 
before he was sold to the United 
States, was William Chifney who ai- 
so trained him for the Derby and ts 
shown in the painting speaking to 2 
groom.
